Third—He shall have resided in
the election distriet where he shall offer to
vote at lenst two months immedistely pre=-
ceding the election. Fourth—If 23 vears
or upwards, he shall have paid within two
ears a State or county tax, which shall
ve been nssessed at Jeast two months and
paid at least one month belore the election.
